WASHINGTON (UPI) -C ongress 
will have to appropriate $20.5 billion 
this year for m ilitary supplies and 
research as the “ minimum program 
essential for our national defense,” 
Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., said 
today. 
Stennis spoke of the defense needs 
as the Senate took up the defense bill 
—one of the largest authorizing 
measures it will handle this year 
and one which was expected to 


provoke several days of spirited 
debate. 
Sharp controversy was expected 
over a $444.5 million authorization 
for

research 
and 
development on the B-1 bomber, 
$906.4 
million 
for 
the 
Trident 
submarine and missile program, 
and $299 million for initial work on a 
fourth 
nuclear-powered 
aircraft 
carrier.

“ World of Oz” is this year’s theme and will be displayed with life 
size replicas of the tinman, scarecrow, and lion in each of the exhibit 
buildings. Dorothy can be seen walking around and is played by Pattie 
Olszewski, 18, of Santa Maria. She is the 1971 Maid of Santa Barbara 
County. 
Her successor will be chosen tomorrow night. 
Nearly 70,000 people may attend the 1972 county fair, 68,000 attended 
in 1971. The fair-grounds are located in Santa Maria. 
Attractions are numerous. 
The art of bread baking will be shown daily by m em bers of the 
Orcutt and Santa Maria 4-H Clubs. 
The largest art show is on display, exhibiting works of artists in both 
Santa Barbara and San Louis Obispo Counties. The media include oil, 
watercolor and pen and ink, done by professional and am ateur artists. 
Art and photography entries were judged Saturday. Harry Phillips 
of Lompoc is this year’s art and design director, and Don Hbton of 
Santa Maria is the photo director. 
Another pre-fair activity was the 4-H horse show, held yesterday 
which featured competition in 21 classes for 110 entries. B ^ause of 
the h i ^ number of entries judging starts before the fair opens, 
according to Wyndell Banister, the horse show chairman. 
The “Junior Auction and Lompoc Day” is scheduled for Friday 
when 4H and FFA sheep, swine, and beef animals are sold. The 
auction starts at 11 a.m., may end as late as 9 p.m., and will be held in 
the auction ring on the western portion of the fairground, near Minetti 
Arena. 
Five days of horse shows begin tomorrow at 9 a.m. An estimated 500 
horses will be put into competition. Horse shows tim es are 9 a.m. and 
lan d 7:30 p.m. 
Anyone over 50 will be admitted free all day Wednesday, “Senior 
Citizens Day.” 
A puppet show included in the “ Theater Roundabout” will be 
presented by the UC Santa Barbara Departm ent of Dram atic Art. At 1 
and 2 p.m. Wednesday “Jack and the Beanstalk” is performed and on 
Thursday “Commedia Dell’A rte” is performed at 2 and 4 p.m. At 6 
p.m. the cast will do a street version of “ Dr. Faustus.” 
On Saturday “ Dairy Day” a milking contest between Assemblyman 
W. Don McGillivray and Assemblyman William M. Ketchum begins at 
11 a.m. At 2:45 p.m. a “Calf Beauty Contest” is held for the best- 
dressed animal. 
A flower show along with many agricultural exhibits can be seen at 
any time during the fair hours. Concession stands and a midway is 
available for food and fun. 
Innumerable new products will be displayed by retailers and 
wholesalers in the commercial exhibit area. 
A home economics show and competition is again featured. Judging 
of preserved food, clothing and texiles, in junior and senior categories, 
started Sunday. Baked goods and confection judging is today. 
On “ Kids’ Day” , tomorrow, children under 12 will be admitted free 
until 6 p.m. 


Salaries continue to 
dominate city budget 


(Editor’s note: This is the fourth 
and last of a series)

Soaring 
salaries 
continue 
to 
dominate the city’s fiscal budget 
although they no longer come up for 
discussion 
during 
the 
summer 
budget sessions held by the city 
council. 
Salary negotiations and increases 
are now conducted on a calendar 
basis — effective Jan. 1, rather than 
a fiscal basis — effective July I. 
The budget does list the salaries, 
however, and the revenue that will 
be needed for increases in the 
middle of the fiscal year (January ). 
It can all be rather confusing 
because the money budgeted for a 
salary for a particular position 
might not be completely used. On 
the other hand, perhaps more will be 
used. 
If an employe quits during the 
year and his position is not filled for 
a period of time the money budgeted 
for that position is saved. 
It is also possible, however, that a 
replacement is hired at a greater 
salary 
than 
his 
predecessor, 


consequently slightly more than is 
budgeted might be needed. 
Recently, 
some 
administrative 
vacancies have been filled with 
higher salaried persons So far in 
these 
situations, 
however, 
the 
position was vacant for a period of 
time sufficient to save more money 
— for that particular year only — 
than was spent on the salary. 
For the most part administrative 
position salaries continued to soar 
upwards 
while 
non-supervisory 
personnel h ill receive only small 
increases. 


This results from the equal per 
c e n t 
of 
in c re a se 
for 
both 
a d m i n i s t r a t i v e 
a n d 
n o n - 
adm inistrative 
personnel. 
The 
regular percent of increase for most 
personnel ranges from just below 5 
per cent to alnnost 7 per cent in most 
cases, consequently a supervisor in 
the $20,000 a year bracket will 
receive an annual increase over 
$1,000 while the $7,000 a year 
employe with the same per cent 
increase, 
will 
get only 
a 
few 
hundred dollars during the year’s 
time.

Final action on the amendment, 
which is attached to a $1.8 billion 
foreign aid bill, was expected by 9 
p.m. EDT. But it was not to come up 
until a series of votes on other 
antiwar amendments. 
One by Sen. Howard W. Cannon, 
D-Nev., would dilute the Mansfield 
proposal. It calls for withdrawal of 
U.S. troops within four months after 
enactm ent of the bill, provided 
prisoners are released and the 
missing are accounted for. 


Little hope for 
trapped miners 


BLACKSVILLE, W. Va. (U P I)-A 
five-inch hole was drilled today 
within 130 feet of a tunnel where 
officials believe four of nine m iners 
may have sought refuge in a fire- 
ravaged soft coal mine. Hope waned 
that the miners survived. 
The hole was bored about one mile 
from the Blacksville No. 1 Mine’s 
main portal and had penetrated 
about 520 feet into the earth by mid­ 
morning. 
Officials believe the four m iners 
may have set up barricades in the 
tunnel to keep out the acrid smoke 
and fumes from the fire which 
team s of special firefighters had 
confined by using foam to snuff out 
the flames. The five other miners 
were believed trapped in another 
area of the mine. 
When the hole is punched through 
into the tunnel, about 540 feet below 
the surface, air testing instruments 
and sensitive microphones will be 
lowered inside to check air quality 
and listen for signs of life.

NASA’s

soared into polar orbit Sunday after 
three launch postponements. 
After i^ itio n at 11:06 a.m. the 
brilliant first stage bum of the Delta 
vehicle’s Thor booster and six of its 
record nine strap-on motors was 
visible from South Vandenberg for 
seco n d s 
before 
the 
r ock et 
disappeared into a local cloud bank 
at 700 feet. 
Some 460 visitors plus 40 press 
people crowded the viewing sites for 
the launch, among them Canadian 
Minister of Communication Robert 
Stanbury. 
Originally slated for 10:54 a.m. 
Friday, the launch was slipped 24 
hours due to a problem in the first 
stage vernier engines and then 
postponed another 24 hours Friday 
night to make adjustm ents to insure 


that the spacecraft’s fairing (the 
satellite’s 
covering) 
would 
not 
collide with the rocket upon being 
jettisoned. 
Technicians initiated a third hold 
of 12 minutes with less than one 
second 
remaining 
in 
Sunday’s 
countdown, 
reportedly 
averting 
prem ature 
ignition 
and 
another 
month’s delay by a split second. The 
cause was a high 
tem perature 
reading in the first stage liquid 
oxygen fuel. 


Outfitted with new guidance and 
telem etry systems and thrusting 
toward a 570 mile high orbit at 10,000 
miles per hour. Delta 89’s second 
stage underwent a scheduled cutoff 
nine minutes and 11 seconds into the 
flight as the craft coasted over 
Antartica and came up on South 
Africa where NASA’s Johannesburg 


station began to track it. 
Above Tananarive, Madagascar, 
the second stage was reignited for 11 
seconds to nudge the one-ton craft, 
the heaviest ever orbited aboard a 
delta, into final orbit. Soon after, 
ERTS 
was 
sp ring-separated, 
deployed its solar power arrays and 
locked in on the Earth. 
“ In the language of current TV 
commercials, ’We needed that,’ ” 
said Dr. John Clark, director of 
NASA’s 
Goddard 
Space 
Flight 
Center. 
“ This is one of those 
missions where both the spacecraft 
and the vehicle are new. We can 
drink to the success of the rocket but 
we still have to 
see how the 
spacecraft perform s,” Dr. Clark 
responded, adding that the ERTS 
launch was probably NASA’s most 
important unmanned flight ever

McGovern was joined in sounding 
the unity theme Sunday by his 
running m ate.

Eagleton, and by Basil Paterson, the 
newly-elected vice chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. 


McGovern said he intended to tour 
the nation during August to see 
party leaders. He said one of those 
he wanted to talk to was former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. He 
said he hadn’t “ given up even on 


President (George) Meany” of the 
AF’L-CIO. 
Meany and his AFL-CIO executive 
council, in a break with tradition 
last week, declined to endorse a 
presidential candidate. The labor 
federation’s endorsements in recent 
years have gone to Democratic 
candidates. 
Eagleton said he hoped to gain an 
audience with Meany “ in the near 
future” 
“ Maybe I’m not persuasive, but 
I’m persistent,” Eagleton said. 
Paterson sakJ in New York he was 
positive McGovern could win tye

Communist 
casualties were unknown. 


The U.S. command announced that two 
Navy planes crashed from unknown causes 
while on missions over North Vietnam 
during the weekend. One pilot was listed as 
missing. 


A noon hour rocket attack today on the 
old imperial capital of Hue destroyed a 


house, killing two civilians and wounding 
another, spokesmen said. 
North of the Tam Quan action, U.S. B52 
bombers today hit suspected Communist

Highway 1, the Quang Tri-Hue link that 
field officers say more than 1,000 North 
Vietnamese troops are threatening to cut. 


Navy planes from the aircraft carrier 
USS Kitty Hawk struck four miles south of 
Hanoi Sunday and touched off 12 secondary 
explosions in North Vietnam’s Van Dien 
battery plant, the U.S. command said 
today. The blasts sent a pillar of smoke 
4,000 feet into the sky, spokesmen said. 
Sources told Wagner that Landing Zone 
Ross, about three miles from Lion, also 


was attacked Sunday by 600 rounds of 
rocket and mortar fire. They said the 
defenders, 
two battalions of 
the 6th 
Regiment, drove off the Communists with 
the aid of artillery and air strikes. North 
Vietnamese casualties were placed at 112 
dead. Government losses were not known, 
spokesmen said. 
The U.S. command said a Navy RF8 
Crusader reconnaissance plane crashed 
Saturday from unknown causes 35 miles 
south of Thanh Hoa in North Vietnam It 
listed the pilot as missing. A command 
spokesman said an A7 Corsair II attack 
bomber crashed Sunday night in the Tonkin 
Gulf 50 miles northeast of Vinh but the pilot 
was rescued

Britain hit by more strikes 


LONDON (UPI»—Britain was hit today 
by a widening ripple of strikes and 
walkouts over the hotly disputed Industrial 
Relations Act. 
Most of the nation’s ports were at a 
standstill? London and all of southern 
England had no major newspapers. A coal 
mine was strikebound, and workers at the 
port of Fleetwood refused to unload fish 
Union leaders predicted the walkouts 
would spread There were threats of a 
general strike closing all industry and most 
services. Prime Minister Edward Heath 
was to meet union leaders today to discuss 
the situation. 
The dispute, simmering for months, 
revolves around union attitudes toward the

Industrial 
Relations 
Court 
(NIRC), set up under the act which 
extended the rule of law to labor relations. 
On 
Friday 
the 
court 
jailed 
five 
longshoremen for contempt in refusing to 
obey court orders to quit picketing and 
boycotting trucking firms and container 
depots.

containers threaten their livelihood

Meetings by composing room workers to 
discuss the case halted the publication of 
Britain’s national newspapers both Sunday 
and today and most dockers stayed away 
from their jobs.

Troop strength 


SAIGON (UPI I — American troop strength in South 
Vietnam dropped by 700 men last week, leaving 46.500 
servicemen still in the country 
The total is the lowest since 36.000 were stationed in the 
country on April 30. 1965, but still well above President 
Nixon’s goal of 39.000 men by Sept. 1. 
Peak U.S. strength in Vietnam in April, 1969. was 543,400 
A command spokesman said 500 soldiers and 300 Air 
Force personnel went home during the week ending July 20 
but the number of sailors increased by 100. Marine and 
Coast Guard strength were unchanged 


BELFAST (U PI)-A militant Protestant 
spokesman said today the British army has 
one week to wipe out the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army (IRA»— or else 
If the army fails to meet the ultimatum, 
the spokesman for the Ulster Defense 
Association (UDA) said, his group will 
institute its own solution to the sectarian 
strife that has killed 469 persons in three 
years. 
A UDA source said the strategy would be 
simple— ’We will send teams into the 
Roman Catholic areas and kill every IRA 
man we find.” 
The spokesman told a midnight new* 
conference the UDA knows the identity of 


bombers and gunmen and would eliminate 
them in “seek and destroy operations.” 
The Protestant threat came after the 
Provisional wing of the IRA claimed 
responsibility for a string of Belfast bombs 
that killed 11 persons and wounded 130 
others Friday. 
On Saturday, gunmen shot and killed five 
more persons— all Catholics. A sixth man 
was found dead with a hood over his head 
Sunday but his religion was unknown 
The UDA spokesman declined to say 
whether his group was responsible for any 
of the weekend murders, but made it plain 
that time for any peaceful solution was 
rapidly running out.

The city administrator, for example, the 
highest paid city employe at $24,300 a year, 
will be getting an increase of almost seven 
per cent totaling more than $1,600. 
Clerk-typist personnel, on the other hand, 
averaging about $7,100 a year will get an 
average increase of only $488, based on a 
hike of nearly seven per cent. 
Besides his salary of $24,300 the city 
administrator also receive another $1,200 
as civil defense director. This, plus the 
increase, will total $27,190 during the 1972- 
73 fiscal year. 
Two other 
top 
administrators will 
receive larger increases than the city 
administrator, 
however, 
because step 
increase are being added to the regular 
cost of living hikes. 
The chief of police will receive a $1,825 a 


year increase to $17,650, and the fire chief 
will get a $1,775 hike to $17,215. 
Other 
adm inistrative 
personnel 
receiving over $20,000 are the director of 
public works, $21,480, and city attorney, 
$21,180. Ten others are getting more than 
$15,000 a year and 46 other supervisory 
personnel will receive more than $10,000. 


The only non-supervisory personnel to 
get over $10,000 a year are 19 police 
officers, 10 firefighters, four linemen and 
four apprentice linemen in the electric 
department, and a welder. 


In an attempt to upgrade the position for 
more qualified personnel, the electric 
department linemen are to receive an 
average increase of $1,179, to $12,012 a 
year, and the apprentice linemen an 
average of $1,642, to $10,787 a year.

DEAR JUDY — Whenever 
I’m making a sweater that 
r e q u i r e s buttonholes 
or 
pockets slits I run into dif­ 
ficulty. I’ll h a p p i l y knit 
along and forget just where 
the p o c k e t or buttonhole 
goes when I go back to fin­ 
ish it. Is there some trick of 
the trade for this problem? 
Appreciate your thoughts.— 
B. J., Holyoke, Mass. 
DEAR B. J . — There just 
happens to be a trick in my 
little book for that one. When 
you’re making slits in a 
sweater, to cite the exam ­ 
ple you brought up, and you 
wish 
to continue 
knitting 
and work the division later, 
drop the main color yarn at 
this point and, with another 
piece of yarn of a contrast­ 
ing color, work the required 
number of sts for the slit. 
Now slip these sts back onto 
the left-hand needle, pick up 
the main color yarn again, 
and knit these colored sts. 
Now you can pull the con­ 
trasting colored yarn out 
later and the resulting loops 
can easily be picked up from 
both the bottom and the top 
edge on two d i f f e r e n t 
needles. Then you can finish 
these stitches in any type 
of finish you wish. It’s the

It was obvious to McGraw 
and Frisella that Lyle had 
been brainwashed by start­ 
ing pitcher chauvinists, with 
the view- that relievers, like 
housewives, only mop up. 
“ By understanding your­ 
self you minimize all relief 
pitchers,” wrote 
McGraw- 
Frisella in Newsday. “ The 
way 
modern

is 
played there are actually 10 
starting positions. There are 
eight fielders, the starting 
pitcher and the relief pitcher 
. . . Relief pitchers deserve 
consideration with the stars 
of today. You deserve to be 
on the All-Star team. We 
hope you make it.” 
Lyle said that relievers are 
much too specialized to be 
deemed All-Stars in the face 
of such tobacco-cheeked com­ 
petition 
as 
the

Perrys and the Jim Palmers 
and the Mickey Loliches. 


game, teams had virtually 
no need for relievers. Pitch­ 
ing stalls numbered five or 
so; you finished what you 
began. Which was why some­ 
one like David Rowe of the 
1882 Cleveland team could 
give uo 35 runs in one game. 
Periodically, an oddity; a 
relief specialist, Firpo Mar- 
berry of the Senators in the 
’20s and Johnny Murphy of 
the Yankees in the ’30s were, 
in fact, harbingers. 
The post-war era, which 
brought in dilution of talent 
through expansion, premium 
on strategy through platoon- 
ing 
and 
body debilitation 
due to longer seasons, jet 
travel and night games, all 
combined to necessitate the 
relief specialist. 
Now, ball clubs consider re­ 
lief pitchers as necessary as 
tax loopholes. 


Now, young men such as 
Lyle and McGraw bolster a 
bullpen, men who can go 
long or short or middle (spe­ 
cialists upon spec i al i s t s ) , 
men who have more than the 
reliever’s 
traditional 
one 
pitch — a pitch which would 
be brutally solved if it were 
exposed to a batter a second 
time in a game. 
Yet the ancient stigma per­ 
sists. Why. it wasn’t until 
1969 that someone deigned 
to enter “ saves” into the rec­ 
ord book. 
And of hundreds of men 
who have pitched in the 42 
All-Star games, only 23 have 
b e e n 
unadulterated 
re­ 
lievers. 
Mace Brown of Pittsburgh

TV in review 


BY RICK DU BROW 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
The technical brilliance of 
television is often more 
fascinating 
than 
its 
programming quality. And 
the equipment on hand for 
several major events this 
summer—the Olympics and 
the political conventions—is 
an example. 
Consider, 
for instance, 
this report from Ampex 
corp., whose videotape and 
audio recorders will be 
prime tools in international 
coverage of the Olympic 
Games from Munich Aug. 26 
to Sept. 10: 
‘‘The television audience 
will approach one billion 
(because 
of) 
satellite 
communication 
and 
videotape recording. Events 
taking place in Munich will 
be televised worldwide via 
communication 
satellites 
22,300 miles in space. These 
fixed space relay stations 
will 
carry 
the 
Munich 
events 
to 
any 
of 
six 
continents in four-tenths of 
a second .. 
‘‘In addition to replaying 
pictures and accompanying 
sound, each satellite has 
transmission channels for 
up to 21 commentators. 


SIDE GLANCES 


Four satellites will thus 
have a capacity of over 80 
languages, which should be 
ample for all requirements 
involving direct broadcasts 
in 
a 
large 
number 
of 
languages.” 
Fo r 
the 
political 
conventions, 
meanwhile, 
and 
for 
video news 
in 
general, CBS-TV announced 
development of “ a color 
light amplifier—the first of 
its kind— that makes it 
possible to film during dawn 
or 
night 
hours 
without 
artificial light.” 
The amplifier wasn’t used 
during the 
Democratic 
convention 
because, 
according 
to a network 
executive, a situation didn’t 
arise for it. But as another 
executive at CBS-TV says, 
“ We will be able to film in 
almost total darkness. The 
amplifier opens whole new 
areas of 
coverage 
to 
television news film.” 
For televiewers 
just 
interested 
in 
news 
coverage, this comment by 
a CBS-TV executive puts the 
development 
closer 
to 
home: “ Artificial lights had 
not only become a danger to 
our film crews but often 
created 
tions.”

In that hearing room that 
afternoon 
were 
men 
like 
Dick 
Cardi.

fierce, and

Radio and others who had 
been 
subpoenaed

h a d 
. made my juice loans and 
then almost unending pay­ 
ments to them for the last 
couple of vears. I had bor 
rowed about $50,000 in that 
time, and had already paid 
back over $100,000. paying as 
much as $1,000 a week dur­ 
ing one period 
And still I 
owed $12,000. I had 
paid 
back the interest many times 
over, but never made a dent 
in the principal.

But my re­ 
action to my problems was 
to begin to gamble.

Should I become involved 
as a part of the Mafia, as 
o p p o s e d to being just a 
loanshark victim? Or do 1 
make a clean break0 I de­ 
cided to go to the Illinois 
Crime Commission. 
I 
had 
heard 
that 
they 
did 
good 
work, and that the men there 
were 
decent 
law-enforce­ 
ment and investigative work­ 
ers, and would protect me. 
As it turned out, 
I 
be­ 
came an undercover man for 
them, going so far as to in­ 
troduce a commission agent 
named Ron Ewert to an Out­ 
fit guy and g e t t i n g that 
agent a loan. It may be the 
only time in history that a 
law enforcement agency got 
on the books of the Mafia. 


During this time. I talked 
to Mafia people on bugged 
phones. 
I 
talked, 
for ex­ 
ample. with Mike Castaldo. 
a juice man. at his land­ 
scaping store, a front, and 
was filmed by the Illinois 
Crime Commission from a 
nearby trailer. I had to be 
an Academy Award perform­ 
er. or I was a dead man. 


And so, finally, when I 
testified at the subcommit­ 
tee hearing on my experi­ 
ences 
with 
the 
Syndicate 
guys right there. I did not 
know what my future held 
I still don’t That is why a 
newspaper 
account 
of the 
hearing the next day said 
that my hands shook on the 
stand and I 
spoke barely 
above a whisper. 
On the morning of June 6. 
1965, I woke up on a cot in 
a strange room. There was 
a marker on my chest 
It 
read 
that 
I 
owed 
$50.000 
from gambling losses from 
the night before 
My signa 
ture was on it. A man was 
sitting nearby. He s a i d 1 
owed him the m o n e y 
I 
didn't remember him. and 1 
remembered only part of the 
night before 


I had gone with a friend 
to a big house somewhere in 
Indiana, just outside of Chi­ 
cago. It was a g a m b l i n g 
house, filled with crap tables 
and card tables 
My friend 
said it was a syndicate gam 
bling joint 
I didn’t care 
1 
went readily 
I had to go 
somewhere because 1 had just 
suffered what was then the 
most depressing, the most 
agonizing period of my life 


Two weeks before, my son 
Daud was born The doctor 
told me that my son was 
fighting for his life He had 
an incurable, deadly disease 
Miracles h a p p e n 
David 
h u n g onto life 
After two 
weeks, the doctor said that 
he would live but that he 
would possibly be blind for 
the rest ol lus life 


That was an awful blow 
In the last two weeks I had 
hardly slept 
more than a 
couple of hours in a night. 
1 remember stumbling from 
the hospital 
I drove to a 
neighborhood restaurant 
in 
a fog of pity, self-pity, pity 
(or my wife, pity for poor 
David It sounds tunny now. 
but I was drowning my sor­ 
row 
in a bowl of chicken 
noodle soup when I saw this 
triend 
He 
suggested 
the 
crap game 1 was glad to be 
w ith someone. I was glad to 
be going somewhere—away 
1 began to shoot craps Not 
only was I losing myself in 
the game, but I was losing 
my money, too It was some­ 
thing like $300 That was a 
lot to me at the time I was 
2t? then 
and had gambled 
verv little in mv life—horses 
some, gin rummy some, not 
much else I was an average, 
middle-class Jewish business 
machines s a l e s m a n 
No 
gambler 
What happened that night ’ 
I don’t know 
Charles Sira- 
gusa. director of the Illinois 


Crime 
Commission 
and 
a 
man I cam e to deal with 
closely and at length, later 
suggested that I might have 
been drugged 
Maybe. 
I ’ll 
probably never know 
What I do know was that 
1 had an enormously heavy 
debt to pav. And I paid it 
within 10 days. I borrowed 
trom everyone 1 knew, in­ 
cluding business associates 
No questions were asked and 
I got the money quite easily 
I never had had financial 
problems before 
My prob­ 
lems cam e in paying those 
people back. I began to float 
checks, that is. borrowing 
from Peter to pay Paul. The 
trick is to keep the money 
circulating 
But there came 
a day. a few months after 
that disastrous night in In­ 
diana. when either I came 
up with $3.000 by the next 
morning or my name and 
reputation in business would 
be ruined 
I went to another frienu 
and told him my situation 1 
know- he knew Mafia people 
He tried to talk me out of 
going to them for a loan 
I said 1 had no choice. 1 w as 
desperate Mafia loan sharks 
do serve a purpose They are 
there when a man who needs 
money has exhausted banks, 
friends — all other "legiti­ 
mate” possibilities to obtain 
loans You must go to them 
They don’t come to you and 
say. “ Hey. Buddy, need a 
lean ?" 
After several phone calls, 
and dead-end appointments, 
and alter much waiting—the 
Outfit checks their victims 
out thoroughly—we met two 
guys in a coffee shop 
One 
was called 
‘R a d io ’’ Thev 
asked me how much I need­ 
ed, and what 1 needed it for. 
and w h e n could I pay it 
back They said tney’d have 
a guv meet me later that 
night’ after it was cleared 
The guy 
never showed 
I 
went home 
At about three 
in the morning I got a call 
It was from Dick Cardi. a 
f o r m e r Chicago cop who 
was now a high Mafia loan 
shark man

said, in his gruffest voice 


“Where was 1° i waited 
lor hours " 
He apologized, said there 
must have been a mix-up As 
I found out later, they were 
just testing me. wanting to 
know how 1 would react He 
said to meet him the next 
night 1 did some tancy foot 
work to delay my creditors 
for one more day, and met 
Cardi the next night in the 
same restaurant 
Dick Cardi is about 6-3, 
weighs a b o u t 240 pounds, 
dark-complexioned and looks 
tough as hell He was incon­ 
gruously dressed in a red 
knit shirt and black g o l f 
slacks 
We went to a nearby park 
with “Radio” and his part 
ner As we walked there. I 
got a shiver of fright 
W V 


this mv last walk0 Would I 


wind up dead in a car trunk ’ 
1 had heard and read about 
the Mafia. 
It was black in the park, 
except for a dim street lamp 
1 could barely m a k e out 
Cardi’s face. The terms, he 
told me. were for me to pay 
$600 interest on a $3.000 loan, 
at $50 a week minimum 
He 
told me that if 1 kept mv 
end of the deal that there 
would be no trouble 
• And sometimes kids get 
sick or something happens 
and you have to miss a pay­ 
ment. that’s O.K.." he said 
We’re human guys, not the 
criminals the paper prints us 
up to be. As long as you treat 
us legitimate you got nothing 
to be scared of ’’ 
Then he took out a roll ol 
bills from his back pocket 
He gave it to me. 1 put it in 
my pocket. 
"N o," he said “Count it 
I did. It was all there 
• You got a way home ’ 
You want us to escort you0’ 
he asked. “ It’s your money 
now 
If 
s o m e 
character 
jumps you and takes it. it s 
your responsibility 
I thanked him. but said 
that I had a car and didn t 
foresee any trouble getting 
home. 
Mv 
first 
loan 
was paid 
back on time 
I made more 
loans when more checks that 
1 had written had to be paid 
And interest began to grow 
and grow' I began to gamble 
a lot 
I went to Las Vegas, 
to Los Angeles, to Denver 
My life was in a tailspin It 
was 
an 
unbelievable 
two 
years Finally, t h e r e was 
nothing left for me to do 1 
called the F B I 
I had to begin a new life, 
somehow 
I still owed the 
Mafia $12,000 from j u i c e 
loans, I 
had passed more 
bad checks and there was a 
warrant out for my arrest 
My wife had divorced me 
and I rarely saw my three 
young boys, who mean more 
to me than anything in the 
world 
They were on wel­ 
fare 
That crushed me 
I 
wanted to start fresh, to do 
something constructive that 
w o u l d 
make 
my family 
proud of me. to do something 
t h a t would make up in a 
small way for some of the 
tragedy 1 
had inflicted on 
them 


1 was in Denver, after hav­ 
ing lost several thousand dol­ 
lars in Las Vegas in a last 
hope to make a big killing 
to get me off the financial 
hook. 1 called the FBI. told 
them briefly who 1 was and 
what information about thw 
Chicago Mafia I had. Almost 
before I hung up there were 
two agents at my door 


me immunity troni any pos­ 
sible 
prosecution 
t h a t 
1 
might subsequently encoun­ 
ter due to the bad checks I 
had written and any possible 
prosecutions 
pertaining 
to 
any fraud 1 may have been 
involved in 


I a l s o wanted $5.000 in 
cash immediately to get my 
self 
partially 
straightened 
cut financially. I told them 
1 hat 
1 
would testify when 
needed but 
would not 
be­ 
come 
directly 
involved 
in 
anything else. 


They said they’d let me 
knowbut that if would lake 
awhile I said 1 had to know 
immediatelv 
W h e n 
they 
couldn’t do this right away. 
I called the Illinois Crime 
Commission 
The ICC flew me back to 
Chicago They agreed to mv 
terms, almost 
They 
were 
willing to g i v e me $3,000 
r i g h t 
away 
Also, 
they 
wanted me to do undercover 
work I reluctantly agreed 
Soon 
afterward 
I 
called 
Dick Cardi, who was the guy 
1 borrowed most of my juice 
money from 
I told him 1 
was broke, that he had all 
my money 
He said he was 
an 
understanding guy and 
that he would give me a pass 
for awhile, but that I had to 
continue making token pay­ 
ments He said he liked my 
honesty. 
Because ot his trust in me. 
I 
was a b l e 
to get 
Hon 
Huarte. an ICC agent posing 
as a triend of mine who had 
gambling debts, a loan from 
the Outfit. Huarte had been 
set up with a construction 
company as an employe, and 
the switchboard o p e r a t o r 
there was told they had a 
new man in the firm 
Huarte and I met Cardi in 
a restaurant. The meeting 
went olf smoothly, although 
I was sweating bullets I felt 
like Spencer Tracy 
After a few months of get­ 
ting transcriptions of conver­ 
sations I had with the Mafia, 
the ICC felt it was time I 
testify b e f o r e the Illinois 
Senate subcommittee on or­ 
ganized crime's loan racket 
c peration 
I was never so nervous in 
my life as in those days prior 


to the hearing. I knew that 
if the Mafia was ever going 
to make a determined effort 
to kill me it would be before 
I testified. I was provided 
with a 24-hour-a-day body­ 
guard. and stayed in a down­ 
town hotel room most of the 
time. 
1 felt reasonably safe with 
my bodyguard 
His n a m e 
was Bill Withers, the mean­ 
est. toughest-looking charac­ 
ter you'd ever not want to 
meet He was 6-5. solid mus­ 
cle. had one bad eye with a 
d r o o p y eyelid 
He was a 
black belt 
in judo and a 
b l a c k belt in karate. We 
slept with our 
22s on the 
night t a b l e between our 
beds 
The h o t e l help was in­ 
formed not to come near the 
part of the floor our room 
was on. So it was very quiet 
But one morning we were 
awakened by footsteps. They 
got 
l o u d e r , and closer 
Quickly and silently we both 
leaped out of our beds. I had 
my 45 out* and stood beside 
thè door. Withers sat on his 
bed. his weapon pointing at 
the door. The door opened 
We cocked our pistols. In 
walked a m a i d carrying 
some kind of tray. She saw 
us. screamed, threw up the 
trav and ran out ol the room 


my pistol in my shoulder 
holster. 


1 moved to San Antonio, 
Tex. 
far. 
far 
away 
from 
Chicago. The ICC had con­ 
tacted the local police. The 
local police tried to get me 
a job 
Little could be tola 
about my background and 
since I had all new identifi­ 
cation. any kind of tracing 
would lead to dead ends. 1 
was offered o n l y 
menial 
jobs. Finally 1 got a decent 
job as a salesman I did well, 
b o u g h t 
a 
four-bedroom 
house 


I received a great deal of 
help from a truly outstand­ 
ing lawman. Inspector Jack 
Hutton of the San Antonio 
police. Hutton, a tough, hon­ 
est cop. provided a much- 
n e e d e d physical presence 
when I t h o u g h t my life 
might be in danger and also 
helped me t h r o u g h some 
rough financial times, get­ 
ting 
me 
business contacts 
that my lack of credentials 
would otherwise have pro­ 
hibited and backing me up to 
my creditors. 


Still, I was looking over 
my shoulder. I was touchy 
when people asked where I 
came from and what I had 
done. Too many times I told 
them it was none of their 
business. S o m e thought I 
was an ex-convict. 


Sometimes it was em bar­ 
rassing, like the time my 


Monday thru Friday 


wife had some friends over 
for a friendly card game and 
I took off my jacket and my 
gun fell out. 
Mostly, t h o u g h , 1 was 
happy and leading “ a nor­ 
mal life.” That came to an 
abrupt end. One day in a de­ 
partment store I almost lit­ 
erally walked into an old 
Chicago business associate. 
No way I could duck him. 
He greeted me with a big, 
surprised hello, as if he had 
just discovered a gold mine. 
My former business part­ 
ner had owed him a b o u t 
$500. He said he wanted the 
money. I had nothing to do 
with 
that 
debt. 
This 
was 
blackmail: I knew he knew 
about my testimony. I didn’t 
know if this guy had any 
M a f i a connections, but I 
began to pay him in small 
amounts every time he came 
to my new town. But after 
each payment, I put my gun 
to his head and said, “This 
thing will go off if you ever 
tell anyone where I am .” 
He hasn’t—yet. 1 pray for 
his sake and mine that he 
doesn’t.

Yet—yet I knew only too well 
that I was not out of danger,
